The first thing to remember in making the perfect cup of tea is 


the old couplet. "Unless the kettle boiling be. filling the teapot spoils 
the tea." More than this, the water must he freshly boiled, not water 
that has lost all life and effervescence with long continued boiling. 
An earthen pot freshly scalded with hot water is best for making tea. 
The blend of tea depends upon Individual taste. The Ceylon and India 
teas are most popular in the eastern and middle states. China greens 
'are used largely in the south and southwest and Japan tea has the 
preference in the northwest 


Measure the tea, allowing 3 half teaspoonful to each cup boiling 


water, reducing the proportions when several cups are to be biewed 
and increasing if the drinker prefer? it extra strong. Put into the hot 
teapot, pour in some o£ the freshly boiling, bubbling water, enough to 
well cover the leaves, then stand back oft the range three minutes be- 
fore louring in the entire quantity of boiling water carefully meas- 
ured. Let stand five minutes longer, then fill each cup partly full of 
the brew, diluting T.-»h hot water to suit the taste. Never allow tea 
to boil. It must simply infuse. Never allow the water ;o stand on (ho 
t?a leaves an.- length of time, else the fragrant bouquet, is dissipated 
and the tannin extracted. If it is to be kept hot. pour off In a sec-

CREOSOT1NG TIE PLANT. 


Pennsylvania Adopts Novel Method of 


Treating Timber. 


For the purpose, of prolonging as 


long as possible the life of cross-ties 
and thereby minimizing the consump- 
tion of timber, the Pennsylvania rail- 
road has determined in future to treat 
with creosote Uss which shall be used 
on Its main tracks. 
Up to very re- 


cently the 
abundance of available 


timber in the eastern section of the 
country 
had 
rendered unnecessary 


such a policy, 
but 
the 
increasing 


scarcity of iivailahlp timber In recent 
years has caused 
the 
company to 


tnako a most thorough inquiry Into 
the question of what policy should bo 
pursued In order to secure an econ- 
omical supply of cross-ties In the fu 
ture. 


To this end the company, some two 


years ago. undertook tree-planting up- 
on a large scale.. Since that timo it 
has set out some 2.425,000 trees and 
has handled this year some 625,000. 
Extensive 
planting 
of 
trees 
and 


shrubbery for ties, 'lumber and orna- 
mental purposes is being made on 
land owned by the company in various 
parts of the states of Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey. 


In order to provide still more com- 


pletely against the future, a contract 
has just been placed for the construc- 
tion of a tie-treating plant at Mt. Un- 
ion, Pa,, and, 
in addition, for two 


large creosote storage tanks to be lo 
cated at Greenwich Point, Phlladel 
phia, Pa. 
The Mt. Union plant will 


be the first creosoting operation un- 
dertaken on a large scale by an east- 
ern raildoad. This plant will bo equip 
ped with a cylinder 130 feet long and 
a little more than six feet wide. There 
will also be 
the 
necessary pumps 


boilers, 
compressors 
and storage 


tanks. By reason of the fact that ties 
require from six to nine months' sea- 
soning in the open air before being 
treated, a storage yard of a capacity 
of one-half million ties will be provld 
ed adjoining the creosoting plant. The 
plant will be equipped 
to treat be 


tween 1,500 and 2,000 ties dally, or 
some 500,000 a year. 


In addition, to the- regular treating 


plant, there will also be installed a' 
Mt. Union a small cylinder for the 
purpose of making experiments in 
treating the various kinds of woo< 
available in Central Pennsylvania. 


It Is estimated that proper treat 


mont will increase the life of cross 
ties from two' to three-fold.
